Representative Deal cf Mis- 
sissippi County Complains 
of Cold and Insects. 


ABOUT ONE THIRD YIELD 


Grain Got Early Growth in 
March, but Roots Are 
Rotting. 


Destruction threatens 75 per cent of 
the July wheat crop in Missouri, in- 
volving a total loss to the farmers of 
probably $4,000,000, according to State 
Representative E P. Deal of Mississippi 


County. 

Mr. Deal is the owner of 4000 acres of 
farm land in Southeast Missouri. That 
section is regarded as one of the ideal 
grain producing countries. of the world. 

At the Laclede Hotel Monday, Mr. 
Deal said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that during his 29 years’ experience as 
an agriculturist he has never witnessed 
such discouraging conditions as now 
prevail. 

‘It is not surprising that wheat is 
soaring above $1 a bushel,” said he. 

‘What is true of Missouri is probably 
true of every grain country throughout 
the United States. 

Not Half a Crop. 

“The recent heavy rains, combined 
with the invasion of the army bug, one 
of the most destructive insects known 
to the farmer, have laid Waste our 
fields. 

“While plants have the fresh, green 
appearance of substantial growths, the 
roots are rotted and it is now a ques- 
tion with us of piowing up to sow corn 
or some other staple cereal. 

“I rode over my farm last night. Sec- 
tions that produced 28 bushels last year 
will not produce 10 now. 

“If I can get a yield of 30 per cent of 
July wheat, speaking in comparison 
wit hthe yield a year ago, I shall feel 
satisfied. 

*‘More than half of the crop is sure to 
be destroyed. The other half can be 
saved only by cool weather and an oc- 
casional shower. 

“The failures of the last decade will 
be nothing compared to that of 1907, un- 
less conditions speedily improve. 

‘During March, when we had summer 
weather, wheat enjoyed an abnormal 
growth, but with the appearance of 
rain and frost the crop received a se- 
vere setback. 

200,000 Bushels Good This Year. 

“Then came the army worm, which 
nipped the tips of the plant. 

“Last year Mississippi County, whieh 
is the sixth largest grain-growing coun- 
ty in Missouri, shipped 750,000 bushels of 
wheat. 

“If we save 200,000 bushels between 
now and September we shall consider 
ourselves lucky.’’ 

Mr. Deal would not forecast the grain 
market. He declared it as 


was due to actual conditions more than 
to speculative sentiment.. It would not 
surprise him, he added, if wheat climbed 
to $1.15 or $1.20 a bushel. 

“As I look at it,’’ said he, ‘‘we shall 
have to rely on Europe for an abund- 
ance of wheat.’’

Frederick Eseen, who recently became 
an object of public interest, if not pub- 
lic concern, because of the testimony of 
W. K. Kavanaugh that he paid him 
$14,000 for “services in getting the right 
of way or something of the sort’ for 
the Central Belt Railway Co., 1s the 
boss of St. Louls County. He is the dic- 
tator of the community of 60,000 per- 
gons in the big bafliwick which sur- 
rounds the city of St. Louis on the 
north, south and west. 

“See Essen” is a familiar expression 
in the county. It illustrates his power 
in county affairs, by implying that any- 
thing Mr. Essen indorses in St. Louis 
County will probably be successful. 
This applies not only to-public offices, 
but to official favors of all kinds, not 
even excepting immunity from punish- 
ment for some offenses against the law. 

Essen’s rise financially has corre- 
sponded with his advancement political- 
ly. The receipt -of the $10,000 from 
Kavanaugh is by no means the largest 
plum he has picked up along his polit- 
ical roadway. He drew $25,000 for about 
half a year’s work as receiver for the 
People’s’ United States Bank last year. 


Started Without Money. 

When he went into politics, and even 
when he was first elected to office, he 
had no money. His widowed mother 
owned a farm and there was a mort- 
gage on it. Now he owns two news- 
papers at Clayton, {fs a director in a 
bank, vice-president of a title company 
and lives in a beautiful home, surround- 
ed by park-like grounds. But his prin- 
cipal business still is politics. 

Fred Essen is 44 years old, but he 
looks younger. He Is 6 feet tall and his 
height is. accentuated by the fact that 
he is thin. He looks even more slender 
than he Is, as his shoulders are narrow, 
while his body ‘ooks sinewy, His car- 
riage is soldler-like. 

Like his body, his face is long and 
thin. His hair is black and his com- 
plexion olive. He wears a small black 
mustache. In appearance Essen is cold 
and dispassionate. His face shows lit- 
tle emotion at any time. His eyes area 
cold blue. He has a rather large, slen- 
der nose and high cheek bones. 


Born in the County. 


Essen was born on a farm near Pond, 
a smal} village in St. Louls County a 
‘miles. from Glencoe. ‘As a boy he 
worked in summer and attended the 
district school in winter. When 22 he 
Was chosen as a member of the Con- 
&ressiqnal committee for the Tenth Dis- 
trict. “He continued working on his 
farm until: he was 31 years old when he 
decided he had learned enovg¢gh about 
polllies to run for an office. 

J. Ilenry Zelch was then recorder and 
one of the mosf men in the 
county. Tssen was not rich enough fo 
of 20 he hitched 
n mule together and start- 
county campaigning. His 
sas the old potiticilans laughed 
boy with his patched-up team 
arainst “‘Unele Henry”’ Zelch. 
But he ran and surprised the county 
by defeating Zelch for renomination. 
That meant election. 

Having got a taste of office, Essen 
decided he would lke four years more 
at the same price. Ee had no oppo- 
sition for renoimination and was re- 
elected. While in office as recorder, 
Essen was elected county delegate to 
an convention at Chamols, Osage Coun- 
ty, to nominate a Republican candidate 
for judge of the cireutt court. John A. 
MckEihinney was the candidate of St. 
Louls County. J. A. Kiskaddon was the 
candidate of Franklin County and J. 
W. Voshall was entered by Osage and 
Gasconade Counties. The vote was 
nbout evenly divided between the trio 
and it looked as if Kiskaddon and Vo- 
éhall would combine thelr strength for 
one or the other. 

Won His Firat Fight, 

The St. Loufs County delegation was 
ready to return home defeated when 
Eissen asked permission to take a hand 
at “fixing” things for McElhinney.

With three party organs owned by 
himself and with the reins of the party 
in his hands, it is not -difficult to see 
how Essen has developed a sort of dic- 
tatorship within the last four years. 


Only One Paper Left Out. 
Although frequently at the County 
Courthouse, Essen says that since he be- 
came chairman of the County Central 
Committee he has taken no part in get- 


ting franchises in which he is interested 
from the County Court. He says the 
Central Belt was the only one he was 
ever connected with which brought him 
personal profit. 

The facts in cennection with the Cen- 
tral Belt Line were printed recently in 
the Post-Dispatch. Essen helped sev- 
eral St. Louisans obtain a franchises 
from the «+ sty Court, which they sold 
for $7200. Aikman Welch, one of the 
incorporators, said he held stock for 
Essen and that Essen told him that 
another part of the stock was held by 
a son-in-law of one of the three coun- 
ty judges and that it was a “cinch” 
they would get the franchise, although 
other companies wanted to run a sim- 
ilar belt line across the county, all with 
important bac "ing. 

Accused by Folk, 

During his reign as ruler of St. Louis 
County, the reputation of the county 
has been severely assailed. It was 


charged against Prosecuting . Attorney 
Johnston and Sheriff Herpel that they 
were altogether too friendly to the race- 
tracks and the saloon and gambling tn- 
terests in the vicinity of Delmar Gar- 
den.i Gov.

I am no iron-hand 
ruler or anything of the kind. While 
I generally have my way out here, it 
is not because I compel or bulldoze any- 
body into submission to my wishes. I 
give all the boys a chance and hear 
all their views. We have no machine 
politics in the county like they have 
in St. Loujs. No slates are made up 
and forced down the throats of the peo- 
ple. The peopie of St. Louis County 
would not permit any such thing. 

“Politics 1s not my business. I pub- 
lish two newspapers and am interested 
in a bank and a trust company. That’s 
enough to keep one man busy. But I 
like politics. It is fascinating to me. 
I have been in it since I was a boy and 
I have had some success at it. 

“I think one reason why I have won 
in politics has been that I have studied 
the game seriously. I have not gone 
around shaking hands and 0buying 
drinks and cigars indiscriminately and 
belleving everybody was ‘with’ me who 
sald he was. I have always believed 
in organization, getting your lieuten- 
ants, giving them work to do, seeing 
that they did it and appreciating and 
rewarding them as far as possible for 
What assistance they rendered. 

“I have never made any money out 
of a franchise from the county outside 
of this Central Belt franchise. And that 
came about through the work of oth- 
ers. I didn’t originate the scheme to 
build a belt line around St. Louls Coun- 
ty.

With the Mayor’s signature affixed to the 
“mandatory” police appropriation bill of $1,800,- 
000, it goes into effect as a St. Louis city. ordi- 
nance under the same statute which provides im- 
prisonment as a penalty for scrutinizing its vari- 
ous items and refusing to support and accept them 
as a whole. 

The objection that paiyters and physicians are

The 

largest profit, not the largest volume of profitable 

business, is the determinihg factor in the question 

of price.

That franchises granted for public service should 
become the instruments of monopoly greed and 
oppression is contrary to justice and public pol- 

seedey. That they should be merged into a monopoly 
of monopolies in aggravated violation of law is 
intolerable.

PRISON REFORN ., 

Michigan recently adopted an amendment to 
the State Constitution, removing the prohibition 
against the teaching of mechanical trades in the 
State prison. In this vote Michigan people have 
done the least that ought to be done towards pris- 
on reform. Public opinion has advanced far be- 
yond the old, inhuman policy of treating men 
convicted of crime as if they were irredeemable 
public enemies, to be regarded during their lives 
as social outcasts. The humane tendency now is 
to avoid, if possible, placing the permanent brand 
of criminal on.men and women, especially those 
of youthful age. Juvenile courts have entirely 
reversed the old theory that the commission of 
one act of crime is an irreparable mistake. The 
new view which regards the age, circumstances, 
environment, as influential factors in determining 
the mode and extent of punishment, and which 
endeavors to work reform in the criminal, is ac- 
complishing in practical application some remark- 
able results.

“Pine, white-wood, cedar or cypress, 
three-quarters of an inch thick and 
planed on both sides, will be necessary 
from which te construct the boats. <At 
the bow the ends of the sides are at- 
tached to a stern piece of hard wood as 
shown in Fig. 2. Having poured boiling 
water on the forward ends, they may be 
drawn around a spreader 16 inches long 
and 12 inches wide provided with U 
cuts, as shown in~-Fig. 3.

“The first spreader is placed three 
feet from the bow, and three or four 
of them can be fastened between the

“The bottom is of three-inch pine or 
white-wood boards seven-eighths of an 
inch thick and well leaded in the joints 
and along the edges where the bottom 
and top boards join the sides.

“Three cross-stringers or spruce, two 
and one-half by 4 inches and six feet 
long, are securely attached to the boats, 
and on these the deck of four-inch 
boards is made fast, as the illustration 
will show. Between the middle and for- 
ward stringers, at the ends, two boards 
are attached, on which the row-locks 
may be fastened. These boards are 
eight or nine inches wide, and cut away 
at the front so that they are not more 
than two or three inches wide. 

“The high ends are braced with round 
iron braces, as shown in the illustra- 
tion, and where the oar-locks are 
mounted a short plate of .wood is 
screwed fast to the inside of each piece. 

“Near the front cross-piece a seat is 
built and braced with a board. With 
another boy at the stern sitting on the 
deck this catamaran will be wel! bal- 
anced, and will prove very seaworthy, 
as well as a light boat to row.”

THROTTLING OF OIL TRUST 


UP TO THE SUPREME COURT 


Findings of Commissioner Anthony 
Will Go to the Highest 
State Tribunal. 


The findings of Special Commissioner 
Anthony in Missouri’s suit against the 
Standard, Republic, Waters-Pierce and 
International Oil companies will be pre- 


sented to the State Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City next Thursday morning. 

Attorneys are generally of the opinion 
that Mr. Anthony’s opinion will be the 
judgment of the court. 

Mr. Anthony said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Monday that he had made a 
complete review of all the evidence 
taken in the proceedings instituted by 
Attorney-General Hadley to put the 
Standard Oil combination out of busi- 
ness in Missouri on the ground that it 
is throttling competition and operating 
in restraint of publie policy. The testi- 
mony was begun nearly two years ago, 
but the Rockefeller attorneys managed 
to delay it. 

“My report will. embrace about 3 
typewritten pages,’’ said Mr. Anthony, 
“and, of course, this will include my 
findings, 

“My findings are for the information 
and guidance of the court. The court, 
whose servant I am, may accept or re- 
ject them just as it sees fit.”’ 


AGED OFFICER'S VALOR 
BALKS JAIL DELIVERY 


Carlinville Jailor Routs Prisoners 
But Is Badly Hurt. 


‘CCARLINVILLE, lll., May 20.—An offi- 
cial investigation of the attempted jail 
delivery here late Saturday night, when 
John Jones, in charge of the Macoupin 
County Jail, was assaulted and serious- 
ly hurt, was begun Monday. Sheriff 
Robert Jones, son of the Jailer, claims 
that the attack upon his father was 
made by Lawrence Epps, 23 years old, 
of Girard, and Fred Washington, & 
negro lad of this city, both of whom are 
accused of minor forgery charges.

Federal Report Says Trans- 
portation Facilities Keep 
Up Monopoly, 


————$———$— 


LAW IS OPENLY DEFIED 








Company Substantially Re- 
fuses, With Pipe Lines, 
to Be Common Carrier, 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

WASHINGTON, May *”).—Herbert 
Knox Smith, who succeeded James R. 
Garfield as Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, has submitted a report to Presi- 
dent Koosevelt, in which he declares 
the Standard Oil Co., as shown by its 
history and present operations, has de- 
liberately destroyed competition throug! 
the past 35 years. There is a monopolli- 
zation of the petroleum industry of the 
country and a consequent control of 
that industry by less than a dozen men, 
who have reaped enormous profits there- 
from, declares the report. 

Other reports will follow. Certain in- 
formation acquired is withheld for the 
present, in accordance with instructions 
of the President, who feels that their 
publication might interfere with the 
prosecution of the Government's suits 
pending against the Standard Oil Co. 
and its subsidiary companies. The re- 
port contains fhe net results of the 
study of the petroleum business during 
the year 1904. 

First Officin] Statement, 
is the first official statement of 
the operations and methods of the 
Standard Oil Co. -by which the report 


states “through scandalous railway dis- 
criminations’’ and other unlawful de- 
vices, they have obtained and main- 
tained an ‘exclusive domination of the 
petroleum industry.”’ 

It is stated that in 1904 the Stanaard 
and affiliated concerns ‘refined over & 
per cent of the crude oil run through 
refineries; produced more than 8 per 
cent of the country total output of il- 
luminating oil; and transported through 
pine lines nearly nine-tenths of the 
crude oil of the older fields and 95 per 
cent of the crude oil of the mid-conti- 
nent field.’’ 

The report points out the monopoly 
enjoyed by the company does not rest 
on the ownership of the source of the 
«il supply, which amounts to ubout only 
one-sixth of the total, but ‘“‘that its 
growth and present power rests priinar- 
ily on the control of the transportation 
facilities.’’ 

After the railroad rebate was aban- 
doned, the company, the report contin- 
ues, was able to “establish a system 
of secret, or open discriminations of 
rates in its favor throughout practically 
the entire country. Having established 
its monopoly of the pipe line business, 
the company substantially refuses to act 
as @ common carrier.” 

Controls Retail Trade. 

It is shown that the Standard con- 
trols not only the wholesale, but also 
the retail trade in oil. 

In conclusion, the report says it is 
apparent that the dominating position 
of the Standard Oil Co. in the oil in- 
dustry has largely been obtained by 
the abuse of transportation facilities, 
first by flagrant discriminations ob- 
tained from railroads; second by a re- 
fusal to operate its pipeline system so 
as to extend to independent interests 
the benefits to which they were both 
morally and legally entitled, while at 
the same time the Standard has pre- 
vented such independent interests from 
constructing lines of their own.
